Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Daly et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,236,087 Bl). 

In re claims 16, Daly 1 (Figs. 9, 1 1) discloses a method of forming an SCR structure, the 
structure having a semiconductor material (13) of a first conductivity type (N), the 
semiconductor material having a top surface, the method comprising the steps of: 



1 For the purposes of this rejection, Examiner is renumbering the well regions and diffusion regions in Fig. 1 1. 
Starting with the center N region (92) being renumbered (1), each successive surrounding well or region is 
renumbered between (1) and (14), corresponding to the number of wells shown in Fig. 1 1 of Daly. Therefore, the 
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Forming a first well (5 or 7) and a second well (12) of a second conductivity type in the 
semiconductor material, the first and second wells being spaced apart, the second well 
surrounding the first well; 

Forming a plurality of regions of the first conductivity type (N) in the top surface of the 
semiconductor material so that a first semiconductor region (4) lies in the first well and a second 
semiconductor region (10) lies in the second well; and 

Forming a plurality of regions of the second conductivity type (P) in the top surface of 
the semiconductor material so that a third semiconductor region (3) lies in the first well and a 
fourth semiconductor region (9) lies in the second well. 

In re claim 17, Daly discloses the device of claim 16, wherein the first semiconductor 
region (4) contacts and surrounds the third semiconductor region (3). 

In re claim 18, Daly discloses the device of claim 16, wherein the second semiconductor 
region (10) surrounds the third semiconductor region (3). 

In re claim 19, Daly discloses the device of claim 17, wherein: 

The first and third semiconductor regions are spaced apart from a junction between the 
first well and the semiconductor material; 

The second and fourth semiconductor regions are spaced apart from a junction between 
the second well and the semiconductor material; and 

The fourth semiconductor region (9) surrounds the first well (5 or 7). 



middle region (92) is renumbered as (1); region (90) becomes (2); region (91) becomes (3); and so on until one 
reaches region (100), which is renumbered (14).
